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DETAILED ACTION 

• Applicant's Amendment filed 4/4/2007 is acknowledged. 

• Claims 55 and 56 have been cancelled. 

• Claims 5, 21, and 53 have been previously cancelled. 

• Claims 37 and 41 have been amended. 

• Claims 1-4, 6-20, 22-52, 54, 57, and 58 remain pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4, 6-20, 22-52, 54, 57, and 58 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest configuration storage at each switch 
configured to store a primary time/space configuration table and a standby time/space 
configuration table, where each switch is configured to switch between the primary and 
secondary tables in response to the configuration select signal". 

USP 6,714,537 to Adam et al. discloses a switching system that stores first and 
second configuration tables that are selected through a table select signal. However, 
Adam discloses the first and second tables stored for the entire switching matrix, rather 
than storage by each switch, as claimed.
